I make a Difference between the Sou!

of Reaſoning is falſe and inconclu- 
five; for by the fame Arguments he 
ſbews that Chrift is not the Tree and 
Real God, if his Arguments hold 
good, I prove that Women have zo 
Souls. But, after all, it appears that 
Women have Soals : Therefore his Ar- 
guments are not concluſive. 
*Tis not to be doubted, when we 
come to ſpeak ſeriouſly, but that Mo- 
men have Souls; and far be it from me 
that I ſhould endeavour to deceive a- 
ny Perſon, or deny the Truth of Re- 
velation, or diſpute againſt Reaſon 
and common Experience. Nothing 
can be moreevident than that Wo- 
man is endow'd with a reaſonable 
Soal; for we ſee her act upon the 
fame Principles with thoſe of Man, 
and to practiſe the ſame Vertues, and 
in a higher degree than Man does. 
Modeſty is a Vertue in which Woman 
far outſhines Man: So eminent has ſhe 
been tor this, that herein ſhe ſeems to 
de Nature's Maſter-piece; for ſhe ex- 
cels all other Creatures, and may, 
this account, be efteem'd the 
Firſt of the Creation. This is her 
Fence and Guard againſt Vice, ſhe 
being aſham'd to commit thoſe Inde- 
e cencies,

And as Moaefty is her Preſervative 
againſt Sin, ſo Gratitude is her Mo- 
tive to Religion. This begets in her a 
Senſe of Mercies receiv'd from her 
Great Creator and Redeemer ; the 
Truth whereof is exemplify*d in the 
ſpiritual Hymnot the B. Virgin Mary. 


My Soul doth magnify the Lord, and my 


Spirit doth rejoice in God my Saviour. 
In which Act of Praiſe all the Parts 


of the Soul are to be included, as the 


Affections, the Rational Faculty, and 
whatſoever was capable of prai 
and bleſſing the Name of God. 
Since therefore Woman is capable of 

celebrating the Higheſt and moſt Ac- 

ceptable Act of Devotion, tis a ſuf 
ficient Proof and plain Demonſtrati- 
on of her rational Soul. For what 
can argue greater Reaſon than Grati- 
tude? And what can be a Clearer 
Inſtance of her Wiſdom and Pru- 
dence, than fecuring her Intereſt in 
the Divine Being, upon Whom ſhe 
has her fole dependance. When 
therefore we come to diſcuſs this 
Point with 2 , and in good 
cearneſt, 
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earneſt, the Diſpute will turn to the 
Advantage of Woman: For Reaſon 
and Experience convince us, and 
Scripture in Expreſs Words confirms, 
That Woman has a Soal and a Spirit; 
and if fo, then ſhe has Reaſon, and 


is capable of performing all Rational

ries, in which generally ſpeaking ſhe
